the fondue the men at the 
table may kiss her. If a 
man drops bread into the 
cheese, he may kiss any girl 
he chooses. 

Toward the end of the 
meal some of the melted 
cheese in the caquelon will 
form a brown crust at the 
bottom of the pot. The crust 
can bo lifted out with a 
fork and is considered a 
special treat. 

’The Swiss do not drink 
cold or iced drinks, includ¬ 
ing wine, during the fondue 
eating. A pony of Kirsch or 
the spirit .used in the fon¬ 
due may be served in' the 
middle of the meal. Tlie 
Swiss call this ‘“le coup du 
milieu,” and serve the 
Kirsch in special little con¬ 
tainers shapedlike a fondue 
caquelon. 

■The fondue is a meal in 
itself, but the Swiss like to 
servo a little smoked ham 
or sausage afterward, fol¬ 
lowed by crisp fruit such a 
apples . 

The La Fondue Bourg'-.ir- 
gonne is a Swiss table 
amusement consisting of 
cubed meat, cooked in hot 
fat by each guestas in the 


the cooking of cubes of 
meat in boiling hot bouillon, 
beef broth, or chicken broth, 
a.nd is also served with 
sauces. 

The Chocolate Fondue is 
the .newest of all the fon¬ 
dues and was invented in 
New York, where it became 
popular and found its way 
back to Switzerland. This 
fondue is made with Tob¬ 
lerone, a Swiss milk choco¬ 
late with honey, crushed al¬ 
monds and flavorings. The 
chocolate is melted in a 
small chafing dish, combin¬ 
ed with cream, Kirsch or 
brandy, or instant coffee, or 
cin.namon and cloves. For 
dunking, chunks of angel- 
food cake or ladyfi.ngers 
may be used. Fruits, such 
as ora.nge or tangerine slic¬ 
es, strawberries, bananas, or 
pineapple ch.unJ<.s may al.so 
be used. 

La Raclette is a tradition¬ 
al Swiss country dish of 
melted cheese. The word 
comes from the French, 
racier, to scrape. Raclette is 
made by holding whole

Dear Editor: 

Recently a federal judge 
ruled that a committee of 
the Legislative Branch of 
our government, the House 
Internal Security Committee, 
could not publish a report 
on its study of radical 
speakers on college cam- 
pu.scs. The role of this com¬ 
mittee (formerly called the 
House Committee on U,n-A- 
mericaji' Activities) is to in¬ 
vestigate subversive activi¬ 
ties in the United States. The 
purpose- of those investiga¬ 
tions is to see if new laws 
are needed and to expo.se ac¬ 
tivities of subversives so that 
the American people are 
aware of what is happening 
in tlieir country. Subversion 
cannot be succe-ssful if it is 
exposed. 

Thus a very important 
function of the Legislative 
Branch has been nullified 
by one act of the Judicial 
Branch, thereby creating a 
situation in which. Congress 
can act only through crea¬ 
ting more laws. 

The court supp o s e d 1 y 
based its decision on its 


conclusion that exposure of 
the radicals’ activities might 
limit their speaking engage¬ 
ments in the future. Certain¬ 
ly such exposure could have. 
But one wonders if this is 
the solution. 

The radical.s on the col¬ 
lege campuses would have 
little effect if the students 
were .not prepared before¬ 
hand with a steady diet of 
welfari.sm, collectivism, and 
radicalism by a faculty and 
administration that have 
little regard for or under¬ 
standing of the American 
.sy.stem. If the faculty and 
administration were doing 
their jobs properly, the radi¬ 
cals, when kept off the cam¬ 
pus, would not cause the 
students to riot. Instead they 
would thank the faculty for 
saving them the effort of 
throwing the bums off ths 
campus themselves.
